Fox River Industries Architect Selection and Facilities Study: 

 

Members reviewed the RFP draft originally created by Weir and Schuh and 

subsequently reviewed by Corporate Counsel.  Discussion followed with 

questions about how many phases the project might have, when to involve the 

city Building Inspector in the process, the possible need for a sprinkler 

system in the kitchen area, the possible need for a title insurance company, 

a suggestion to include in section B that the proposal will incorporate an 

architectural review, that we ensure the RFP stipulates that the architect 

develop state certified plans, that the plans provided stipulate “as built”, 

that the final payment be subject to lean reviews, and that the contractor is 

to provide manuals and warranty information for all added equipment.  There 

were also questions regarding the final line on page 5 and who would be the 

two signers on the RFP.  Further discussion was held regarding the relationship 

between FRI, DSI and Green Lake County.  Motion/second (Bernhagen/ Starshak) 

to request approval of the proposal with changes by Corporate Counsel and the 

County Administrator as recommended by Ad Hoc Fox River Industries Architect
